Applicant acknowledges that 
Laurence used in U.S.C. 103 rejection discloses a "location-modified data encrypting key" but applicant argues that there is no motivation 
to combine Menezes with Laurence. 

The examiner respectfully disagree and points out to paragraph 15 in the previous Office Action. Furthermore, the examiner draws 
applicant's attention to Laurence's disclosure in col. 3 lines 65-67 who explicitly provides reasons for which modification of a data- 
encrypting key using location should be implemented.. 
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
